Flood’s Economic Logjam Ahead 


Vessels banned from 
part of Mississippi 
River to aid levees 


New Orleans 

The Coast Guard closed the swol- 
len Mississippi River north of 
New Orleans on Tuesday, halting 
cargo vessels on the nation’s bus- 
iest waterway in the latest effort 
to reduce pressure from rising 
floodwaters. 

The 15-mile closure at Nat- 
chez, Miss., blocked vessels head- 
ing toward the Gulf of Mexico and 
others trying to return north after 
dropping off their freight. If the 
channel remains closed, it could 
bring traffic to a standstill up 
and down the mighty river, which 
moves about 500 million tons of 
cargo each year. 

And the interruption could cost 
the U.S. economy hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars for every day that 
it idles barges carrying coal, tim- 
ber, iron, steel and more than half 
of America’s grain exports. 

Coast Guard officials said wakes 
generated by passing barge traffic 
could increase the strain on levees

designed to hold back the river. 
Authorities were also concerned 
that barges could not operate safe- 
ly in the flooded river. 

It was not clear how long the 
channel would be closed. Authori- 
ties suggested at least a few days. 

On a typical day, 600 barg- 
es move up and down the river, 
according to Bob Anderson, spokes- 
man for the Mississippi Valley Divi- 
sion of the Army Corps of Engi- 
neers. A single barge can carry as 
much cargo as 70 tractor-trailers 
or 17 rail cars. 

“When it shuts, there’s really no 
alternative,” said Jim Reed, presi- 
dent of the Illinois Corn Growers 
Association. The closure helped 
push corn, wheat and soybean pric- 
es higher Tuesday. 

The floodwaters have displaced 
more than 4,200 people in Mis- 
sissippi, including Leslie J. Sher- 
win, 80, who was pushed out of 
his house in Tunica County three 
weeks ago and into a shelter. 

“The road is cut off, the house is 
flooded, and I can’t even go home,” 
he said. “But, hey, nothing lasts for- 
ever. I’ve been knocked down many 
times. I’m just going to do what I’ve 
got to do, day by day.” (ap)

He’s one of the most famous peo- 
ple on the planet, a two -term gov- 
ernor of California, a movie star 
and a former world champion 
bodybuilder so well-known that 
one name, Arnold, identifies him 
to many. 

Yet somehow, for more than a 
decade, Arnold Schwarzenegger 
managed to keep an incredible 
secret from the public and his wife, 
former TV journalist and Kenne- 
dy heiress Maria Shriver: that he 


fathered a child with a woman on 
his household staff more than a 
decade ago. 

The revelation came Tuesday, 
a week after Schwarzenegger and 
Shriver announced they had sepa- 
rated after 25 years of marriage. 

“There are no excuse, s and I 
take full responsibility for the hurt 
I have caused,” Schwarzenegger 
wrote in a statement. “I have apol- 
ogized to Maria, my children and 
my family. I am truly sorry.” 

Shriver, 55, also released a state- 
ment: “This is a painful and heart- 
breaking time. ... I ask for compas- 
sion, respect and privacy as my 
children and I try to rebuild our 
lives and heal.” 

She moved out of the family’s 



Backstory 

Maria Shriver, daughter of Sar- 
gent and Eunice Kennedy Shriver, 
and Arnold Schwarzenegger met in 
1977 at a tennis tournament. They 
married on April 26, 1986, in Hyan- 
nis, Mass. At the time, she was an 
anchor on the “CBS Morning News" 
and he was filming a movie. In 2003, 
Schwarzenegger was elected gover- 
nor of California, beginning a seven- 
year run in public office, (ap) 


mansion after Schwarzenegger 
acknowledged the child is his, the 
Los Angeles Times reported Tues- 
day. The Times did not publish the 
former staffer’s name but said she 
worked for the family for 20 years 
and retired in January. 

Schwarzenegger, 63, has been 
dogged for years by allegations of 
womanizing, but during his years 
as governor presented himself as 
a dedicated family man.

Pakistani, NATO Forces Trade Fire 

Pakistan Nabs Al-Qaeda Member 

The Pakistani army said it had arrested Yemeni national Muhammad Ali 
Qasim Yaqub — also known as Abu Sohaib Al Makki — who they claim had been 
working directly under al-Qaeda leaders along the border between Pakistan 
and Afghanistan. It did not say when he was arrested but noted it was in the 
southern city of Karachi, where several other top al-Qaeda leaders have been 
detained since 2001. An American official said the suspect was a mid-level 
al-Qaeda operative and praised the Pakistani military. The officialspoke on 
condition of anonymity to discuss matters of intelligence, (ap) 


Incident inflames 
tense situation after 
bin Laden’s killing 

Islamabad 

Pakistan’s military said Tuesday 
its ground forces exchanged fire 
with a NATO helicopter in anoth- 
er possible flashpoint with Wash- 
ington but also claimed it arrested 
a senior al-Qaeda operative follow- 
ing U.S. demands for “actions, not 
words” to restore trust. 

The two reports highlight some 
of the complexities of trying to 
rebuild ties after the U.S. raid that 
killed Osama bin Laden earlier this 
month. Washington needs Paki- 
stan as a crucial partner against 
al-Qaeda, but Pakistani officials 


remain deeply angered by the secret 
operation over their borders in the 
assault on bin Laden. 

In a possible sign of stronger 
controls on the frontier, Pakistani 
ground forces traded fire with a 
NATO helicopter on the Afghan- 
istan-Pakistan border, wounding 
two Pakistani soldiers, officials 
said. The Pakistani army filed a 


protest, and a NATO spokesman 
said an “incident” occurred at the 
border and that an investigation 
would be launched. 

Pakistan’s powerful army and 
intelligence agencies have faced 
uncomfortable international scruti- 
ny since bin Laden was killed inside 
a fortified compound in the army 
town of Abbottabad. 


U.S lawmakers and other crit- 
ics have said bin Laden’s location 
was the latest — and strongest — 
indication that Pakistan could have 
been accepting U.S. aid to battle the 
Islamic militancy, but at the same 
time possibly protecting terrorists. 
Pakistan denies that. 

The NATO firing incident took 
place in the Datta Khel area of the 
North Waziristan tribal region, a 
known sanctuary for Taliban and al- 
Qaeda militants that launch attacks 
inside Afghanistan as well as Pak- 
istan. A similar event last year — 
which killed two Pakistani soldiers 
— prompted the Pakistani army 
to immediately close a key border 
crossing to NATO supplies head- 
ing from Pakistan into landlocked 
Afghanistan, exposing the vulner- 
ability of the war effort, (ap)

NATO ups pressure

Another high-ranking Libyan 
official has defected and fled the 
country amid a widening NATO 
campaign of bombings as well as 
leafletting and other psychologi- 
cal warfare to persuade Moammar 
Gadhafi’s troops to stop fighting. 

Shukri Ghanem, the Libyan oil 
minister and head of the National 
Oil Co., crossed into neighboring 
Tunisia on Monday, according to a 
Tunisian official and Abdel Moneim 
al-Houni, who was among the first 


Libyan diplomats to defect. 

The defections suggest Gad- 
hafi’s political structure is fray- 
ing, but it’s unclear whether there 


is enough internal strife to seriously 
undermine his ability to fight rebel 
forces. Gadhafi appears to retain 
the backing of his core of military 


commanders. 

Still, support for Gadhafi seems 
to be waning in the capital, Tripo- 
li. Pro -regime demonstrations are 
sparsely attended. 

NATO said Tuesday it would 
step up psychological warfare oper- 
ations to try to persuade troops 
loyal to Gadhafi to abandon the 
fight. Wing Cmdr. Mike Brack- 
en said NATO planes have been 
dropping leaflets and broadcast- 
ing messages to Libyan forces urg- 
ing them “to return to their bar- 
racks and homes.” 

Meanwhile, Libyan government 
spokesman Moussa Ibrahim said 
four journalists detained since 
early April will be released Tues- 
day or Wednesday, (ap)

Symbolic peace trip 
to Ireland highlights 
new era in relations 

Dublin 

Undeterred by real or fake bombs, 
Queen Elizabeth II on Tuesday 
began the first visit by a British 
monarch to the Republic of Ire- 
land, a four-day trip to highlight 
strong Anglo-Irish relations and 
the success of Northern Ireland 
peacemaking. 

Resplendent in a cloak of emer- 
ald green and a dress of St. Pat- 
rick’s blue, the 85 -year- old queen 
stepped out from a bombproof, bul- 
letproof Range Rover outside the 
official residence of Irish President 
Mary McAleese.

Riders Fear Weekend Metro Cuts 


Transit advocates 
at public hearing voice 
objections to proposal 

Washington 

Riders and transit advocates who 
oppose the Metro board’s proposal 
to cut weekend train service noted 
at the first budget hearing Monday 
night that the plan is not a “mod- 
est” service adjustment. 

The board’s proposal would 
widen the gap between trains on Sat- 
urdays from 12 minutes to 18 minutes 
until 9:30 p.m. and then to 25 min- 
utes until closing. On Sundays, the 
gap would widen from 15 minutes to 


20 minutes until 9:30 p.m. and then 
to 25 minutes until closing. 

Speakers at the hearing in 
Hyattsville focused on the fact that 
many riders move from one plat- 
form to another in the middle of 
their journeys to transfer trains. 
They may arrive on the second 
platform in time to see the reced- 
ing red lights of their connecting 
train. That would force them to 
wait an additional 25 minutes on 
a weekend night, just to catch the 
second train. 

Jackie Jeter, president of Amal- 
gamated Transit Union Local 689, 
which represents many of Metro’s 
employees, put it this way in her 
testimony: “I feel sorry for the per-

son who misses that train.”

“We 
have to stick with the people who 
rely on Metro,” Ross said. That 
requires strengthening all-week 
transit service, he added. 

Metro needs to be the backbone 
of walkable communities, said 
Cheryl Cort, representing the Coali- 
tion for Smarter Growth, an orga- 
nization that takes a great interest 
in improving transit service. 

The Metro staff anticipates 
that the weekend cutback would 
reduce ridership by 1.5 mil- 
lion trips a year.

Johnson Admits to Corruption 



Ex-Pr. George’s exec 
pleads guilty to FBI 
extortion charges 

Greenbelt, Md. 

Former Prince George’s County 
Executive Jack Johnson, accused 
in a widespread probe into pay- 
to-play business dealings, pleaded 
guilty Tuesday to federal charges 
of extortion, and witness and evi- 
dence tampering. 

The plea comes six months after 
authorities say Johnson was over- 
heard in a telephone conversa- 
tion recorded by the FBI directing 
his wife to flush down the toilet a 


$100,000 check from a developer 
and to conceal nearly $80,000 in 
cash in her underwear. 


“I’m very sorry for what hap- 
pened,” Johnson said outside court. 
“We all have sinned and fallen short 


of the glory of the lord.” 

Johnson, a Democrat who led 
the county of more than 860,000 
residents from 2002 to 2010, was 
arrested with less than a month 
left in his term. 

He was indicted in February on 
charges that he accepted more than 
$200,000 in campaign contribu- 
tions and other gifts in exchange 
for helping developers secure mil- 
lions of dollars in federal grant 
money. 

Johnson, 61, could have faced 
decades in prison if convicted at 
trial of all charges — extortion, 
bribery, conspiracy and witness 
and evidence tampering. Sentenc- 
ing is set for Sept. 15. (ap)

‘Perp Walk’ Draws Fire 

French are outraged as accused IMF chief gets the usual U.S. news treatment 



IMF chief Dominique Strauss- 
Kahn was placed under a suicide 
watch on Tuesday. Law enforce- 
ment officials, though, empha- 
sized that Strauss-Kahn, 62, had 
not tried to harm himself.

Dominique Strauss-Kahn’s 
past conduct with other women 
is getting new scrutiny.

The 
institution absolved him of wrong- 
doing, but a person close to Nagy 
said she had sent the IMF a letter 
warning about his behavior toward 
women, (ap) 


New York 

A sea of cameras captured a rum- 
pled, handcuffed, angry-looking 
Dominique Strauss-Kahn as plain- 
clothes detectives took the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund head from a 
police precinct to court. The imag- 
es weren’t unusual for a high-pro- 
file criminal case in the U.S., but 
in his French homeland, they’d 
be illegal. 

While American authorities 
have condoned, or at least toler- 
ated, such “perp walks” for more 
than a century, in France it’s been 
illegal to show images of suspects 
in handcuffs since 2000. French 
politicians and citizens alike are 
upset by the images, which they 
say make Strauss-Kahn, accused 
of sexual abuse, appear guilty. 

“DSK Handcuffed: Photo 
Shock,” read a headline in Tues- 
day’s daily Le Parisien. 

“Dominique still is presumed 
innocent,” said Martine Aubry, 
head of France’s Socialist party, 
which had been expected to make 
Strauss-Kahn its nominee to chal- 
lenge President Nicolas Sarkozy in 
next year’s election. 

Sylfie Vallon el Kadri, a French 
civil servant, said the images of 
Strauss-Kahn “were difficult to 
bear.” “It was very humiliating for 
him whatever the results of the 
investigation are,” she said. “Wheth- 
er he is guilty or not, his image is 
certainly tarnished. His political 
career has just stopped abruptly.” 

In the United States, and espe- 
cially in New York, criminal sus- 
pects are literally walked out of 
police precincts with officers to 
face charges in court. 

Celebrities, professional athletes, 
politicians and average Joes arrest- 
ed for headline-grabbing crimes in 
New York have all received such 
treatment. In Dallas, Lee Harvey 
Oswald was being walked when 


he was shot in 1963. 

“I think it is humiliating,” New 
York Mayor Bloomberg said of the 
practice. “But, you know, if you don’t 
want to do the perp walk, don’t do 
the crime.” Bloomberg quickly cor- 
rected himself, noting that suspects 
are innocent until proved guilty. 


Strauss-Kahn made his perp 
walk in the early-morning hours 
Sunday as he left a Harlem pre- 
cinct to face charges of attempted 
rape and sexual abuse in a suspect- 
ed attack on a hotel maid. Photog- 
raphers waited hours outside the 
station house for him to emerge. 


Later, photos captured a scruffy 
Strauss-Kahn inside a Manhat- 
tan courtroom. 

Not every prominent U.S. sus- 
pect gets a perp walk, though the 
reasons some authorities avoid 
them aren’t necessarily related to 
the rights of the accused. In Los 



Her Story 

Dominique Strauss-Kahn’s 
accuser is a 32-year-old immi- 
grant from the West African 
nation of Guinea with a 15-year- 
old daughter. The woman is a 
U.S. citizen, her lawyer said, and 
came to this country seven years 
ago under “very difficult circum- 
stances" and is raising her daugh- 
ter by herself now that the girl’s 
father is dead. Attorney Jeffrey 
Shapiro debunked talk that the 
charges are part of a plot to ruin 
Strauss-Kahn’s political career.

Angeles, for instance, it’s common 
for celebrities to be shuttled to and 
from court using hidden routes, in 
large part because the media crush 
can be so overwhelming that police 
consider a perp walk to be a poten- 
tial safety hazard. 

In New York, law enforcement 
would likely have been accused of 
giving the French suspect special 
treatment had he been spirited away 
secretly. New York Jets lineman 
Mark Gastineau, A1 Sharpton and 
Son of Sam David Berkowitz were 
all walked in front of cameras. So 
were David Lee Roth, Tupac Shakur, 
Carlo Gambino and John Gotti. 

According to police histori- 
an Thomas Reppetto, in 1903, the 
NYPD once paraded a bunch of 
arrested Mafia suspects through 
the streets of Litde Italy. The depart- 
ment said it was because it couldn’t 
get the horse-drawn wagons to 
come. But really police wanted to 
show the mob they were in charge 
— and they made the press happy, 
too, Reppetto said. “An arrest is a 
public event,” he said, (ap)

He announced his 
diagnosis just six months ago, and 
last week Killebrew said he was set- 
tling in for the final days of his life 
after doctors deemed the “awful 
disease” incurable.

Starting in D.C. 

Harmon Killebrew broke in with 
the Washington Senators in 1954 
as an 18-year-old. He spent most 
of his first five seasons in the 
minors, then hit 42 homers 
in his first full season in 1959.

Killebrew, members of the Twins’ 
ground crew slowly lifted home 
plate and slipped under it a plastic- 
encased, black-and-white photo of 
Killebrew winding up for a swing. 
The picture, believed to be from the 
1960s, will stay beneath the plate 
the rest of the season. 

Killebrew is 11th on baseball’s 
all-time home run list after an 
exceptional 22-year career. His 
eight seasons with 40 or more 
homers still is tied for second in 


league history with Babe Ruth, and 
his uppercut swing formed the sil- 
houette that inspired Major League 
Baseball’s official logo. 

“No individual has ever meant 
more to the Minnesota Twins 
organization and millions of fans 
across Twins territory than Har- 
mon Killebrew,” Twins president 
Dave St. Peter said. 

Twins catcher Joe Mauer said 
he felt like he had lost a family 
member. “He has treated me like 
one of his own,” Mauer said. “It’s 
hard to put into words what Har- 
mon has meant to me. He first wel- 
comed me into the Twins family as 
an 18-year-old kid and has contin- 
ued to influence my life in many 
ways. He is someone I will never 
forget and will always treasure the 
time we spent together.” 

The 11-time All-Star was the 
American League’s Most Valuable 
Player in 1969 after hitting 49 home 
runs with 140 RBI and 145 walks, 
all team records that stand to this 
day. “I found out early in life that 
I could hit a baseball farther than 
most players, and that’s what I tried 
to do,” Killebrew said, (ap)

Monday evening’s court ruling 
indicates that the NFL finally might 
have found what it wants after 
years of resounding defeats in the 
nation’s courts: a business-friendly 
panel of appellate judges who can 
help the league turn the tables on 
players in the legal dispute that 
threatens the 2011 season. 

Players hopes of returning to 
work immediately were extin- 
guished when the Midwestern 


appellate judges blocked a lower 
court’s order to end football’s shut- 
down, virtually ensuring that play- 
ers will remain on the sidelines at 
least until mid-summer. And the 
judges all but scoffed at some of 
the players’ arguments, suggesting 
they might not fare well when the 
panel considers the overall legality 
of the lockout next month. 

The NFL has long believed it 
could score with an appeals court 
that covers mostly red states in 
the nation’s heartland and whose 
most liberal members, attorneys 
say, would be considered moder- 
ate on other circuits.

the league expires at the end of June, 
are keen to determine whether they 
should mimic the football players’ 
strategy. The NHL is so interested in 


the outcome of the case it submitted 
a brief on the NFL’s behalf. 

Both realize that an NFL victory 
on appeal would be a blow not only 
to NFL players, but that it also would 
have consequences throughout pro- 
fessional sports. It likely would dis- 
courage future groups of players 
from following the NFL players’ 
lead and abandoning their union 
representation to challenge sports 
leagues in federal court, where the 
leagues historically have been vul- 
nerable to anti-trust claims.

Last month, the New York Times’ T 
Magazine received an odd request on 
behalf of reviled clotheshorse Moam- 
mar Gadhafi. He’s been busy commit- 
ting war crimes, so a cultural minister 
asked the Times to help Gadhafi se- 
cure an exhibition of his wardrobe at 
the Met’s Costume Institute. An intel- 
ligence official should 
r+ investigate. Maybe his 
„ hat collection is also 
hidden in the bunker. 

But the bizarre re- 
quest raises serious 
questions: Can fash- 
ion and war coexist? 
Can brutes really love 
beauty? (Cue Aristotle, rolling over.) 

Famous villains — Hitler, Stalin, 
Pinochet — limited themselves to au- 
thoritarian military uniforms, display- 
ing their tastes via their sinister mus- 
taches. Why, then, does Gadhafi care 
that his sunglasses are Louis Vuitton? 

One explanation is that he’s a lover 
of status. Tween girls, investment 
bankers and, yes, even despots use 
fashion for power, not beauty. 

But curated high fashion tran- 
scends the worldly. Fittingly, the Cos- 
tume Institute is now celebrating the 
works of the late Alexander McQueen. 
His vision and “high sewing" trans- 
formed mere textiles into art. Gadhafi, 
once the chicest autocrat around, 
can’t fathom that kind of power.

The f-bomb plea on the minds of 
every parent at one point or anoth- 
er is the title of a buzz magnet of a 
book parody written in kid-friend- 
ly rhyme. Beware, parents: It’s 
decidedly unworthy of a bedtime 
reada-loud. 

Not yet out, the 32-page 
“Go the F*** to Sleep” from a 
tiny Brooklyn publisher has hit 
No. 1 on Amazon.com and has sold 
more than 100,000 copies in pre- 
orders since it surfaced less than 
a month ago. After bootleg copies 
leaked online, Akashic Books moved 
up publication from October to June 
14, for Father’s Day. 

Film rights have already been 
sold, though adaptation should 
be intriguing. A British publisher, 
Canongate, is putting out the book 
in Australia, India and South Afri- 
ca. Publishers in China are inter- 
ested. How does the f-bomb trans- 
late, anyway? 

All this for what amounts to a 
lament put to picture book illustra- 
tions (by Ricardo Cortes) at a sug- 
gested retail price of $14.95. Here’s a 
sample: “All the kids in day care are 
in dreamland. The froggie has made

Netflix Streaming 
Tops Web Traffic 


Online 

Move over, Web surfing. Netflix 
movies now take up more of the 
Internet pipes going into North 
American homes. 

A study by Sandvine Inc. shows 
that Netflix streaming accounts 
for nearly 30 percent of traffic into 
homes during peak evening hours, 
compared with less than 17 percent 
for Web browsing. 

Only about a quarter of homes 
with broadband subscribe to Net- 
flix, but watching movies and TV 
shows online takes up a lot of band- 
width compared with Web surfing, 
email and practically every other 
Internet activity except file shar- 


ing and videoconferencing. 

As late as last year, both Web 
surfing and peer-to-peer file shar- 
ing — mainly, the illegal trading of 
copyrighted movies — were each 



larger than Netflix’s traffic. 

This year, the number of Netflix 
subscribers — 23.6 million — sur- 
passed the number of video sub- 
scribers at Comcast, (ap)

Go Wild In Ohio 



Conservation center 
offers a safari with 
the comforts of home 


Adventure 

You dine by the light of an outdoor 
fire, sleep in a yurt and wake up 
for a safari to see antelope, zebras, 
rhinos, giraffes and camels. When 
your adventure ends, you return to 
your car for the short trip back to 
the world outside — in Ohio. 

It’s all part of an experience 
offered at the Wilds, a sprawling 
wildlife conservation center on 
nearly 10,000 acres, or about two- 
thirds the size of Manhattan, about 
80 miles east of Columbus. 

Two years ago, the Wilds opened 
Nomad Ridge, an encampment of 
yurts — circular tents perched on 
stilts anchored into the side of a 
wooded ridge. 

The inspiration came from 
more portable, nomadic dwellings 
observed by members of the Wilds’ 
staff while working on projects in 
Mongolia. The difference is that 
these yurts, unlike those found in 
Mongolia, are luxury tents with all 
the comforts of an upscale hotel 
room, including running water and 
electricity. One larger “grand yurt” 
has heat and air conditioning. 

An overnight stay is packaged 
with dinner the night of arrival 
and breakfast the next morning — 
meals created by the facility’s pro- 
fessional chef and featuring Ohio 
game, produce and wines — plus a 
guided safari around the grounds

Fish From the Dishwasher 

Stuck on my fridge since 2002: A clipping from Self magazine for foil-wrapped salmon 
cooked in a fully loaded dishwasher. The idea? Tightly wrap fillets in two or three 
layers of foil with chopped-up cilantro and slices of lemon (or other herbs); carefully 
place the packet in the top of the dishwasher’s top rack; and then run the appliance on high. I 
tried it and got tender, surprisingly good results, as did my pal Rebecca Baird, a local attorney, 
39. “It was infused with spices, and the texture was great,” Baird says.

& Schuster). Spurred 
on by necessity — or 
just boredom — chefs 
both pro and no have 
found unusual ways to 
get cooking. Here are a 
few surprising cooking 
ideas we tested.

Hair-Dryer 
Grilled Cheese 

Johnny Depp made a 
grilled-cheese sandwich 
with an iron in “Benny 
and Joon,” but I was afraid of 
messing up my Rowenta pro with 
Gruyere. So, armed with a slice of 
Muenster, Italian bread from Trad- 
er Joe’s and my 1,375-watt hair 
dryer from Revlon, I set to work. 
While the melting queso draped 
over the bread beautifully, the 
golden brown hue of real grilled 
cheese — let alone the grill marks 
that make these treats so appeal- 
ing — proved elusive. It took five 
minutes of sustained heat to even 
crisp the bread, which made this 
method more complex than the old 
pan-and-spatula one. The sandwich 
tasted OK, but this technique seems 
useful only to desperately hungry 
hair salon owners. 


Car Cookery 

Yep, there’s another 
appliance that can be 
pressed into food-prep 
service in a whole new way: the 
one with four wheels that’s parked 
out front. According to Scheller, 
automobile engines are ideal for 
cooking everything from capons 
to wings to veal scaloppini. The 
2008 edition of the book is full 
of recipes such as Scion S’mores 
and Prius Pork (tip for cooking in 
hybrids: use the gas engine for max 
heat, not the electric one). 


Scheller says that car cooking 
is “a trial-and-error thing”: one, 
guessing how far you must drive 
before the food will be ready, and 
two, locating the hottest parts of 
your car’s engine, as the physi- 
cal structure of car engines var- 
ies. Most cars have “nice little 
hot spots” here and there upon 
which to cook a breast of chicken, 
wrapped in foil to keep flavor in 
and grime out. 

It’s the potential for filthy food 
that threw my mechanic, Pat Jones 
at Capitol Hill Garage (645 Mary- 
land Ave. NE; 202-547-4200), when 
I asked him about cooking under 
the hood. “In 30 years, I’ve never 
seen that,” he said. And while I 
didn’t have the nerve to braise any- 
thing in my Toyota Matrix, as a 
teen in rural Pennsylvania, Michael 
Kiss, the cooking coach at Rock- 
ville’s new Whole Foods (11355 
Woodglen Drive; 301-984-4880), 
fixed what he called a “Boy Scout 
dinner” on his car’s V-8 engine. 

“It was a hamburger patty with 
some sliced carrots and potatoes” 
that Kiss, 35, wrapped in foil. “I put 
it right above the exhaust manifold 
and lashed it on there with a wire 
coat hanger.” 

After cruising with friends for 
a couple of hours, Kiss and his 
mates lifted the hood and tenta- 
tively sampled the goods. “It was 
cooked through, all right, but 
nobody wanted to eat more than 
one bite.”
